Several Pockets Of German Resistance Hold Out At One 


End Of Peninsula; General And Admiral Captured 


In Great Victory; 'Third Phase’ Indicated

Force, June 27— American doughboys completed the conquest 
of Cherbourg today, winning the greatest victory of the cam­ 
paign against a stubborn foe which fought to the end and suf­ 
fered the destruction of the greater part of four divisions. 
“ The fall of Cherbourg ends the second phase in the cam­ 
paign of liberation,” said Allied communique 43 issued at l l 
a. in. (5 a. rn. East Liverpool war time). Lt. Gen. Carl Wilhelm 
von Schlieben, commander of the Cherbourg garrison, and 
Konter (Rear) Adm. Hennecke, sea defense commander of Nor­ 
way, were made prisoner. 
About four hours previously supreme headquarters had given 
the first official word of the capture of the important port with 
terse announcement: "Flash—Cherbourg fallen!” A Bhort time later 
came this special communique: "Cherbourg was liberated by Allied 
troops last night.” 
Thus, after five days of furious fighting, Lt. Gen. Omar N. Brad­ 
ley’s forces had won for the Allies France’s third moat important port 
—a great gateway through which to pour vast armies and huge 
quantities of war machinery to complete the liberation of Fr&noe and 
the conquest of Germany. 
Several Pocket! Of Germans Still Hold Out 
Although the last resistance In the battered port ended last night, 
several pockets of Germane still are holding out today in the penin­ 
sula itself. One of these holds Maupertus air field five miles east of 
the port. while the main remaining German force is bottled up in Gap 
de la Hague, at the northwest tip of the peninsula, where Bradley’* 
men can deal with them at will.

W ASHINGTON, .rune 27—It is a 
q u arte r of a century since the 
T reaty of V ersailles was signed on 
June 28, 1919, Just five years to 
the day after A rchduke F rancis 
Ferdinand of A ustria w as assas­ 
sinated a t Sarajevo.

cause no one got w hat he wanted 
from It. 
Lloyd 
George, 
B ritain’s

m inister, may have thought he got 
com pensation for his country’s fi 
namcial losses In th e w ar, but B rit­ 
ain has lost far m ore (a t least for 
the tim e) since V ersailles than bo- 
fore. 
Old George “T iger” Clemenceau, 
French perm ler, m ay have thought 
he had guaranteed F ian ce against 
Germ an attack, but events have 
show n how ra in th at hope turned 
out. 
Wilson Palled, Too 
W oodrow W ilson, the oilier mem­ 
ber of th e “Big T hree ”, m ay have; 
thought th e foundations had been 
laid for a dem ocratic world. The 
conclusion on th a t is obvious. 
You’ll find few place nam es In 
the peace treaties which don’t re ­ 
call subsequent disputes, or thefts, 
o r bullyings. or sell-outs, or, ag­
